Thirty-eight days Iater, on ]une 16th, Mrs. Morrill received this radiogram from Australia: 
HOW AND WHERE ARE YOU? I AM WELL. |ACK. This was the first word she received 
from her husband, U. Com. John Morrill. His story. EICHTEEN MEN AND A BOAT describes 
his adventures that took place during most of those thirty-eight blood-tingling days.
